The petition asked that the 
company be forced to make 
available to Dyer the names and 
addresses of voting stockhold- 
ers and also the use of address- 
ing plates containing stock- 
holders’ names. 

Purpose in gaining access to 
names of stockholders is “to be 
able to advise them what the 


present management has been | 


doing,” and to obtain proxies

British Begin Rationing Gasoline; 
Traffic Lightest Since the War 


London Business Man Rides Horse to 
Work—Public Transport Jammed— 


Plenty of Parking Spaces. 


LONDON, Dec. 17 (AP) — 
‘Eric Trevor, in riding 
breeches and a black bowler, 
saddied his faithful old mare, 
Dawn, and cantered to work to- 
day. 

It was the first day of “Suez” 
gasoline rationing in Britain. 

“A much better proposition 
than my 28-horsepower car,” 
smiled Trevor, 52-year-old Lon- 
don real estate man, as he clip- 


| clopped through Mayfair after 


a six-mile journey from his 
home. 

Like thousands of other Brit- 
ons, Trevor had laid up his 
automobile to find other means 
of traveling to work. Public 
transport was jammed and 
towns and cities throughout 
Britain reported the quietest 
weekday traffic since the end of 
World War lI. 


Garages reported slack trade. 
Drivers now are obliged to hand 
over a coupon before they can 
buy gasoline. Each private mot- 
orist gets enough gasoline for 
200 miles a month, a little less 
than seven miles a day. 

Streets Emptier. 

London's streets were much 
emptier than usual of non-com- 
mercial traffic, although rainy 
weather brought out some cars

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Not the Last Word 


What kind of legislative body is the city of 
St. Louis to have? That question, we firmly be- 
lieve, has not been finally answered. It will not 
be finally answered until the great body of 
citizens who know the need for a truly im- 
proved city charter.is heard from. 

The Freeholders on Saturday rejected the 
7-7-1 plan for a 15-member Board of Aldermen 
by a vote of 8 to 5. After rejecting another 
plan they then voted 12 to 1 in favor of the 
144-1 plan, under which 14 members would be 
elected by ward districts, four members and the 
president at large. 

We believe this decision should be regarded 
as tentative and that a serious effort should be 
made to obtain reconsideration when the charter 
comes before the Freeholders for final review. 
And in the meantime St. Louis citizens—most 
particularly those who were active in electing 
this Board of Freeholders—should do a lot of 
serious thinking about the kind of city legis- 
lative body they really want. 

Do they want one which, in the guise of re- 
form, merely perpetuates the present system 
and all its abuses? That is what the 144-1 plan 
would do. With an overwhelming majority 
elected by districts, the at-large members could 
not prevent control by the same “aldermanic 
courtesy” practices which govern the present 
Board. In the words of Chairman George 
Stemmler, “Such disparity exists in the 14-41 
plan as to virtually emasculate the at-large 
principle and render it wholly ineffective.” 

. - * 

The conclusion is inescapable: if St. Louis 
really wants basie reform of its legislative ma- 
chinery, then the new Charter to be submitted 
to the voters should provide for a Board of 
Aldermen in which at-large representation would 
be evenly balanced against representation by 
districts. That would assure justice to the 
community-wide interests of everybody, and 
justice to the particular interests of neighbor- 
hoods, minorities and all political groups. The 
7-7-1 plan is the best way of carrying out this 
principle. 

Mayor Tucker, though he has scrupulously 
avoided any slightest appearance of dictating to 
the Freeholders or even pressing his views on 
them, supports the 7-7-1 plan as offering St. 
Louis the best legislative structure. Mayor 
Tucker is the unquestioned leader of the move- 
ment for a new and progressive Charter. Is St. 
Louis going to reject his judgment on one of 
the crucial questions of the entire Charter issue? 

As Mayor Tucker favors the 7-7-1 plan, so we 
believe the reat majority of the citizens who 
drafted and supported the winning slate of 
Freeholders would agree with him that this 
plan most closely represents the kind of basic 
reform they had in mind when they started the 
movement for a new Charter, 

- - - 

It is argued that the 14-4-1 plan is at least 
better than the present system. This may or 
may not be. The point is that it is not good 
enough. And we believe the backers of the 
Charter movement should seriously ask them- 
selves whether a watered-down Charter contain- 
ing only a minimum of minor reforms can win 
at the polls. 

The ward politicians and some other groups 
are going to be against any new Charter. They 
like things cozy, the way they are. If the new 
Charter is to command the necessary support 
among plain citizens, it will have to offer some- 
thing more than a rehash of the present system. 
In this sense the 14-4-1 plan might actually con- 
tribute to the defeat of the Charter, by depriv- 
ing people of a strong incentive to go to the 
polls and vote for it. 

The last word has not been said. Freeholders 
George Stemmler, Mrs. Conrad Sommer, Fred- 
erick E. Busse, Dr. Ralph Kinsella and Mel 
Krah were right when they supported 7-7-1, 
and the citizens who favor a truly improved 
City Charter should let the Freeholders know it. 
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Ezra Taft Benson’s Good Luck 

The Department of Agriculture may well re- 
joice that Mars elects neither Representatives 
nor Senators. If it did, the Secretary would be 
hearing from them—and insistently—on behalf 
of their constituents. 

The reason is that, like a goodly part of Mis- 
souri and much of the Southwest, Mars has been 
enduring a devastating drouth. The word is just 
in from Dr. Gerard P. Kuiper, University of Chi- 
cago astronomer, in connection with his obser- 
vations of the planet early in September when 
it missed a collision with Earth by a mere 
35,000,000 miles. 

Only a few touches of green were to be seen 
on Mars, most of the area generally covered by 
vegetation being dull as a sun-scorched meadow. 
No canals were discernible. Probably dried up 
rather than non-existant, we suppose. Dr. Kui- 
per’s telescope also disclosed “a gigantic W- 
shaped dust storm—some 3000 miles long and 
250 miles wide” which swept across much of the 
planet's surface. And that was a bigger storm 
than any which ever drove an “Okie” to Cali- 
fornia’s star-blessed strand. 

So you can imagine what a cry for relief 
would have been heard in Congress. Knowing 
this, Ezra Taft Benson probably is unswervingly 
against statehood for Mars. 
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‘Protection’ by Filibuster 

The filibuster is “the South’s only protection 
against unwanted legislation repugnant to its 
traditions.” And besides, even those Senators 
who now seek to curb the power of unlimited 
debate “never have hesitated to use filibustering 
tactics when it served their purposes to do so.” 

So runs the familiar argument of the Fort 
Worth Star-Telegram against any change in the 
Senate filibuster rule... It is of course true that 
the tactics of extended debate have been used 
by Northerners and Westerners as well as by 
Southerners, But the objective sought by such 
tactics varies widely in different cases. 

In some cases, as with fairly recent “filibus- 
ters” by Senators Morse of Oregon and Douglas 
of Illinois, the purpose has been not to prevent 
discussion or action on a particular bill, but to 
attract public attention to the issue and stall for 
time, in the hope that public opinion would rally 
to their side. 

Almost always, in the case of an organized 
Southern filibuster against civil rights legisla- 
tion, the purpose is quite different—actually to 
prevent the Senate from even considering the 
legislation in question, to talk so long and so 
irrelevantiy that eventually the Senate, out of 
sheer physical exhaustion, will give up the effort 
to bring a civil rights bill to a vote. 

There have been cases in history when a 
Northerner or Westerner used the filibuster in 
its true sense just as Southerners have used it. 
The late Senator Norris of Nebraska did so in 
an effort to prevent the arming of merchant 
ships in the First World War. But the fact that 
Senators from all sections have taken advantage 
of a bad rule does not make the rule any better. 

Whoever uses the privilege of unlimited de- 
bate for the purpose of imposing a physical 
barrier to the consideration of or voting on a 


, 


plece of legisiation is abusing parliamentary 
forms, Whoever uses debate not to discuss but 
to prevent the discussion of an issue is pervert- 
ing the democratic process. 


This is why we think the Senate should adopt | 


a rule permitting a reasonable limitation of de- 
bate. That does not mean gagging anybody. It 
means permitting a fair majority of Senators, 
after a certain period of debating time has 
elapsed, and after due notice, to vote for an 
orderly termination of debate so that a vote 
can be had. Southerners, Northerners, Eastern- 
ers and WeSterners alike need the “protection” 
of such a rule—for what it protects is the demo- 
cratic principle itself.

When a Family Moves

As Missouri's rural population declines, that — 


of the St. Louis area continues to rise. This is 
caused largely by the migration from rural areas 
and, unhappily, the moving of many of those 
least equipped for city life. 

This was again underscored at the Human 
Rights Institute held here last week. The area’s 
population has grown by more than 200,000 
since 1940; and at least 200,000 more jobs will 
have to be opened up by 1970. 


Many of the new arrivals, especially the Ne- ~ 


groes amohg them; are “functionally illiterate” 
adults, according to the Adult Education Coun- 
cil. Generally this is not the fault of the indi- 
vidual. It may be traced to poor schools, pover- 
ty, broken homes and the like. 

But whatever the cause, the individual is se- 


verely handicapped on his arrival in the city. He 


finds it hard to. get a job. When he does get 
one, his earnings are low. So his housing is like- 
ly to be inadequate, Family life suffers. Social 
activity may center around a none too respecta- 
ble tavern. Children and adolescents are likely 
to roam the streets at night—and to get into 
trouble. So the migrant’s reputation in the com- 
munity goes down. Discrimination becomes more 
likely. And so on. 

In strict logic, a man who moves his family to 
improve its lot should be prepared for the new 
environment which he enters. There is no genu- 
ine excuse for inadequate schools and commu- 
nity facilities anywhere. But the fact is that such 
facilities are inadequate, especially in depressed 
rural areas. This is perhaps the most pressing 
of all reasons why the Administration should 
lose no more time in helping to improve them. 

But as Herman H. Long, director of race rela- 
tions at Fisk University, Nashville, Tenn., says, 
urban communities also should have a positive 
policy which welcomes these new arrivals, an- 
ticipates their needs, and helps them to be use- 
ful to themselves and the community. Some may 
say that it is unfair to expect a city to assume 
the burden for the neglect of other areas. But 
the city must also act to maintain its own 
standards. 

It can be done through adult education, job 
training, better housing opportunities, neighbor- 
hood social centers, alert churches and clubs. 
Decency demands that these people be helped 
up the ladder toward an Americay standard of 
life. And insofar as the cities are assuming a 
burden not of their making, they too should be 
able to look to Washington for reasonable aid. 
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Who Should Produce Proof 


St. Louis county has to put its sanitary land- 
fills somewhere. So those who happen to be liv- 
ing close to an area selected for that purpose 
can either grin and bear it or take their case to 
the County Council as several hundred citizens 
living near Old Halls Ferry and Parker roads 
have done. 

The proposed location for this landfill was 
selected by the County Health Department and 
indorsed by a subcommittee of the Citizens 
Bond Issue Advisory Committee, Opponents say 
the proposed landfill is an industrial operation 
in a residential district, that land now zoned for 
the highest use would be put to the lowest, and 
that more suitable sites are more readily avail- 
able elsewhere, 

The decision is up to the Council. Before it 
acts it ought to examine carefully the charge 
that the land is not being put to the use for 
which it is zoned. And it ought to insist that the 
burden of proof that this site is right and proper 
should fall on the Health Department. 

That way, if the Health Department is right, 
nobody's rights will have been ignored, And a 
principle will have been established to guide 
the Council with the remainder of the bond 
issue projects, many of which will lead to local 
protests similar to that from the Old Halls 
Ferry area. 
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Champions Without a Home 

At least 34 members of the Hungarian Olym- 
pic team plan to come tothe United States 
rather than return home. Some others remain 
in Australia, the games over, the stadium empty. 
They do not know their future. 

This epilogue to the Olympics contains more 
drama than the games themselves. We would 
not apply the word heroic to the athletic con- 
tests, despite the intensity of competition and 
grueling nature of the individual effort. But is 
there a better word to describe a little group of 
men and women who led their small nation to 
fifth place in the unofficial Olympic ranking, 
all the while knowing they might not return 
home—indeed, that some could not go home 
again? 

America will welcome Laszlo Tabori, Ervin 
Zador, Josef Babrian and their colleagues as 
sportsmen and champions, but particularly as 
men and women of great heart. 
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In Case of Disability 

A House Judiciary subcommittee will have be- 
fore it when Congress meets a proposal drafted 
by its legal experts to fill a vacuum in presiden- 
ial succession arrangements. 

The Constitution says that the Vice President 
shall take over executive duties in case of the 
President's “death, resignation, or inability to 
discharge the powers” of his office. But it does 
not say how a president's inability to perform 
his duties shall be determined. A president 
might be temporarily disabled, as by a stroke or 
a heart attack, and yet unwilling to resign. 
Should his office then be operated, in effect, 
by his appointive staff and cabinet members, or 
by an elective official, the Vice President? 

Since a Vice President is elected precisely for 
the purpose of filling a vacancy in the presi- 
dency, the choice should be clear. So a bill has 
been drafted for study by the House Judiciary 
subcommittee which would permit the Vice 
President to make a determination of a Presi- 
dent's disability, and assume presidential powers 
upon announcing his finding to a joint session of 
Congress. The President would be empowered 
to reclaim his authority at any time simply by 
announcing that he was able to do so. 

Other plans have been offered. President 
Eisenhower himself has indicated he may sug- 
gest one. Certainly the subject should be calmly 
and thoughtfully dealt with by the next Con- 
gress. A real constitutional crisis over presiden- 
tial disability may never arise, but the country 
should be prepared to meet it if it ever does.

When the President of the United 
States and the Prime Minister of India 
sit down together before the fireplace 
at Mr. Eisenhower's Gettysburg farm 
they will be launching a unique “ad- 
venture in understanding” between 
West and East. 

No formal agenda is being prepared 
for the Eisenhower-Nehru  conversa- 
tions. No formal agreements are ex- 
pected to result. But the President 
and the Prime Minister will range the 
world in their dis- 
cussions — Suez, 
Hungary, Commu- 
nist China, For- 
mosa, hydrogen 
bomb tests and dis- 
armament, military 
alliances, the Arab 
Israeli feud, capi- 
talism versus co- 
lonialism. 

The conclusions 
which each draws 
regarding the poli- 
cies and outlook of 
the other will be 
helpful in world af- 
fairs through many 
months and years ahead. 


Indeed, it will be a most useful con- 
frontation just so long as we don’t ex- 
pect too much from it in the way of 
definite agreement. 


The ingredients of a Middle East 
settlement certainly will be discussed. 
The United States hopes to see Mr. 
Nehru’s influence applied to persuade 
Egypt’s President Nasser toward a re- 
solving of the Suez Canal issue which 
will leave the canal users — among 
whom is India—with some appellate 
jurisdiction over canal disputes. A 
blocked canal is adding to the costs of 
India’s five-year plan, and Mr. Nehru 
is known to be opposed to the Arab 
talk of exterminating Israel. 
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Premier Nehru 


It will be interesting to see whether 
Mr. Eisenhower and Mr. Nehru can 
work together toward an over-all Mid- 
dle East settlement. India aspires to 
play the role of honest broker, to mark 
out the roads to compromise. Will In- 
dia also be willing to stand up and be 
counted in urging the unpleasant steps 
necessary for a full pacification? 


Surely the events in Hungary and 
the stir and ferment within the Soviet 
Empire and the Soviet Union itself 
will be talked over. Mr. Nehru, like the 
Yugoslavs and indeed like many Amer- 
ican officials, believes that great 
changes are in process—very slowly in 


process—within the Communist orbit. 
And if these changes in Communism, 
these slow steps in the withering away 
of totalitarianism, are not hurried, then 
Soviet policy gradually will come 
around to a more peaceful outlook, 
without a disastrous explosion. 


Mr. Nehru finally has been willing 
to speak out on the evils of the re- 
pressions in Hungary. Precisely what 
either Mr. Eisenhower or Mr, Nehru 
can or will do about the Hungarian 
atrocities, except to deplore them, is 
another question, 


In the matter of military pacts, al- 
liances and atomic tests, Prime Minister 
Nehru undoubtedly will seek to per- 
suade President Eisenhower that mili- 
tary ties and the building of big ar- 
senals of armaments are dangerous for 
peace. And here Mr. Eisenhower is not 
likely to be convinced. 


But Washington already is talking 
about proposing a ban on the testing 
not of the H-bomb itself but of the more 
awesome means of their delivery, the 
intercontinental ballistic missile. And 
Mr. Nehru undoubtedly will be glad to 
go along on that proposition. 


Communist China will confront the 
two men before the fireplace with their 
most serious problem. Mr. Nehru be- 
lieves that Red China should be ad- 
mitted to the United Nations. He has 
met recently with Peking’s Premier 
Chou En-lai and will see him again at 
New Delhi after his conversations with 
President Eisenhower. 


Mr. Nehru believes that Formosa, and 
certainly Quemoy and the Matsus, 
should be handed to Communist China. 
Some relaxation of the American atti- 
tude toward U.N. membership for 
Peking is likely, but any timetable of 
reconciliation will be most difficult to 
arrange. 


The fact that the President and 
Prime Minister are at last conferring 
will be a great gain for the world. It 
enlarges the tent of American di- 
plomacy. But it is not a substitute for 
essential action elsewhere. Vice Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon said in his re- 
cent address that “the struggle for the 
world” would be determined by what 
happened in the minds of the millions 
of undecided neutral people in Asia 
and Africa. 


But the outcome of the world strug- 
gle will be decided, even more essen- 
tially, by the question whether the 
Western leaders can repair their alli- 
ances and stick together. 


A Splendid Appointment

The selection of Gov. Christian A. 
Herter of Massachusetts to succeed 
Herbert Hoover Jr. as Under Secretary 
of State will be welcomed all over the 
world. Abroad it will be acclaimed be- 
cause of Mr. Herter’s qualities of in- 
sight and understanding which promise 
more consistency in and respect for 
American foreign policy. In this coun- 
try it will be praised because Mr. 
Herter is a man who exemplifies the 
positive aspects of modern Republican- 
ism. Within the Administration and 
the State Department itself the ap- 
pointment will be applauded because it 
heralds a firmer and more enlightened 
lead and an end to administrative re- 
criminations and undercutting. 


It is no slight to Mr. Hoover’s con- 
scientiousness to say that the prognosis 
is for great improvement in co-ordina- 
tion and execution of foreign policy. 

If Mr. Hoover had been, say Secre- 
tary of Commerce, his strongly con- 
servative bent and limited vision would 
not have mattered greatly. In the 
State Department they were close to 
disastrous. He became known as the 
No. 1 roadblock in the Administration 


with a reputation for opposing, with 
some eager help from others, anything 
that sounded as if it would cost mon- 
ey. He mistrusted State Department 
staff members, and they lived in fear 
of him. His negativism drove his un- 
derlings as well as his equals in the 
Administration to extremes and frus- 
tration. Often he seemed at cross 
urposes with the better instincts of 
Ir. Dulles and even out of sympathy 
with the President himself. 


Coming on top of Mr. Nixon's speech 
and the talk of a new effort to revive 
Western unity, the appointment of Mr.

Between Book Ends 
New Vistas for Children 


It would be difficult to estimate how 
many children eight to 12 years old 
have had doors to new vistas opened 
for them by “Childhood of Famous 
Americans” books (Bobbs Merrill, 
$1.75 each), but the number would be 
very high. New among these books 
which awaken an interest in biography 
is “Jessie Fremont, Girl of Capitol Hill” 
by Jean Brown Wagoner, 

As with the many other books In this 
set, it is entertaining, easy reading; the 
style_is good. It recounts how the 
daughter of Missouri's Senator Benton 
grew up in Washington to become the 
wife of the great explorer and champ- 
ion of the West, John C. Fremont. 

“We Were There Books” tell of dra- 
matic incidents in American history. 
The nine titles in the series, launched 
this year by Grosset and Dunlap, sell 
at $1.95 each. Each historical event 
seen through the eyes of two fictional 
characters, a teen-aged boy and his 
younger sister, is skillfully recounted 
for children 10 to 14 years. 

Two most recently off the press are 
“We Were There With the Mayflower 
Pilgrims” by Robert N. Webb and “We 
Were There With the Pony Express” by 
William O. Steele.

These books have the ring of au- 
thenticity. Historical truth is safe- 
guarded by employment of a historical 
consultant for each subject, George F. 
Willison for the former book mentioned 
above, Silvester Vigilante, biographer 
for American Historical Association, for 
the latter. End paper maps and 35 line 
drawings in each volume add graphic- 
ally to historical interpretations of the 
Normandy Invasion, Boston Tea Party, 
Byrd at the South Pole, Oregon Trail, 
California Gold Rush and the Battle of 
Gettysburg. 

True literary merit is represented in 
the three-volume set, “The Family 
Treasury of Children’s Stories” edited 
by Pauline Rush, illustrated with line 
drawings by Don Sibley (Doubleday, 
$7.50). Beginning with Mother Goose, 
selections from fine writers of the past 
and the present are arranged accord- 
ing to age level. Format, with attrac- 
tive cover illustrations suggesting 
Christmas giving, and conveniently 
sized volumes, as well as delightful, 
well chosen subject matter make it a 
year-round favorite. 
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The boundless extent of human ac- 
complishment is reflected in factual 
books, particularly in some of the 
“First Books” (Watts, $1.95 each) 
which have been coming off the press 
for many years. 

Of wide content range, from “The 
First Book of Codes and Ciphers” by 
Sam and Beryl Epstein, with careful 
detailed illustrations by Laszlo Roth 
to “The First Book of the Weather” by 
Rose Wyler, illustrated by Bernice 
Myers, most of them are directed 
toward middle and junior high grades. 
They introduce such subjects as Norse 
legends, India, Antartic, Congress, the 
American Revolution, food, sewing, and 
there is even “The First Book of Sur- 
prising Facts” by Frances N. Chrystie, 
illustrated by Don Phillips. 

Their purpose is to instruct. Many of 
the authors are experts in their fields, 
but as often with books of this type, 
literary value is small.

That’s why he pushed his bill 
for Government construction of 
reactors which, he said, could 
develop the best methods of 
producing atomic power and 
thus “facilitate the effective 
and early entrance of private 
enterprise into the field.” 

His bill barely skinned 
through the Senate, with Re- 
publicans voting solidly against 
it. The private electric compa- 
nies got busy through their lob- 
by here. So did the Eisenhower 
Administration. The bill then 
died in the House. 

Now we come to the cam- 
paign. The Administration 
came under fire from Demo- 
crats for the slow progress in 
peacetime atomic power devel- 
opment, Democratic critics in- 
cluded not only the party’s 
Presidential candidate, Adlai 
Stevenson, but also Senator 
Gore, a recognized authority.

PRAISES CITY, STATE 


Roy Wilkins Says Progress 
in Ending School Segrega- 


— 


St. Louis and Missouri were 
praised last night by Roy Wil- 
kins, executive secretary of the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, 
for progress made in ending 
racial segregation in public 
schools, 


“T am proud, indeed,” he said, 
“that in my home state and in 
my native city of St. Louis the 
‘Supreme Court opinion was not 
used as an excuse for un-Ameri- 
‘can activities in the truest sense 
of the term. 

“Men and women of good 
sense and good will, imbued 
with fair play and patriotism, 
and with a wholesome respect 
for law, proceeded to the many 
tasks incident to the transition. 
There was first the determina- 
‘tion to comply.” 


__ Wilkins spoke at a meeting of 
ithe Liberal Forum, at _ the 
Y.M.H.A. - Y.W.H.A. building, 
Union boulevard and Enright 
avenue. Another speaker was 
‘Norman E. Isaacs, managing edi- 
tor of the Louisville (Ky.) Times, 
and former managing editor of 
the old St. Louis Star-Times. 
Wilkins said further of de- 


segregation here: “The task was | 
| not easy and it has not yet been | 


completed. Every problem has 


'not been solved, nor will be | 


soon. The important aspect is 
that there is movement toward 
solution. 

“The thousands of individual 
St. Louisans and organized 
| groups of every level of society, 


ov every faith and race, can | 


take pride in the example that 
| has been set for the nation. The 


state and city governments, the | 


school administrators and teach- 
ers, the business and labor Jead- 
ers, the daily newspapers and 
the parents of both races gave 
a demonstration of good citizen- 
ship in action that is an inspira- 
tion to all disciples of democ- 
racy.” 

Wilkins noted that Negroes

With a reminder that Satur-

Negro minority of American 
citizens forms a special and sig- 
nificant index of our democra- 
tic strength. . . . The Negro 
for a variety of 
reasons, has become the acid 
test of American democracy, 
much more of a test than the 
immigrant,’or, say, the distri- 
bution of wealth.” 

He quoted President Eisen- 
hower’s denunciation of Rus- 


sia’s denial of human rights to | 


Hungarians, and then said: “I 
| suggest that we might mourn, 
| also, for the loss of these free- 
doms right here in America by 
a segment of our own citizens. 
. . » All of us have a respon- 
sibility to guard the liberties of 
every citizen lest our own be 
taken away. St. Louis is aware 
of this and is at work upon it.” 

Isaacs said he and Wilkins

The Arena, October 31 of 
1935. 


After he took the crown 
from Maxie Rosenbloom, the 
title proved of little value to 
Olin and no promoter was in- 
terested in presenting a title 
beut for him, as there was so 
little interest in the division. 


But Lew Raymond, New 
York matchmaker and pro- 
moter, interested the late 
Benny Greenberg in promot- 
ing the match in St. Louis. 
Olin was guaranteed $15,000 
and Lewis was to gamble on 
percentage for his end. 


From the start the match 
failed to attract public inter- 
est and it was clear, as the 
day of the bout approached, 
that receipts would not be 
sufficient to pay Olin his 
money and the other ex- 
penses., 

Ernest Oakley, who was 
then chairman of the Mis 
souri Athletic Commission, 
called a meeting in his of- 
fice a few days before the 
fight. On hand were Harold 
scadron, manager of Olin, 
and Gus Greenlea, manager 
of Lewis, and the promoters. 

Oakley asked Scadron if 
his man had received his 
guarantee and when told his 
had not, offered to release 
Olin from his contract. Sca- 
dron, however, insisted that 
he had no fear but that he 
would be paid and insisted 
that the match go on. Oak- 
ley reluctantly agreed. 


But the night of. the fight 
there were only 9219 spec- 
tators in the building and the 
receipts of $16,584 would not 
cover Olin’s guarantee and 
the necessary expenses. 

When he saw the situation, 
Scadron wanted to pull Olin 
out of the fight and probably 
would have done so except 
that Mike Jacobs, New York 
promoter, had come on to see

This again 
is probably due to the thin condition of the cover 
which makes it harder for the birds to avoid such 
predators as hawks and foxes.

Leaving Home in Winter. 


NY family who plans to go 
Amy from home in the win- 

ter has to face the major 
problem of whether to turn off 
the heat or leave it on while 
the house is vacated. It’s a hard 
problem to answer. 

In this day of automatic heat 
it is usually more advisable to 
leave the heating system on if 
you plan to only be away for a 
couple of weeks or so. If the 
thermostat is set around 60 de- 
grees you won't be burning up 
much fuel and you'll be saving 
yourself a good deal of time 
and inconvenience which goes 
into preparing a house to get 
along without heat. 

On the other hand, you 
should make arrangements with 
some reliable person to check 
the house once a day to be sure 
that the heating system is work- 
ing properly. Usually a kind 
hearted neighbor can be found 
to handle this little job. 

If you plan to be away for a 
matter of months then it’s best 
to close down the heating sys- 
tem. A house won't suffer be- 
cause of cold if it’s properly 
prepared but the plumbing 
system will have to be drained, 
the traps filled with kerosene 
and similar steps taken to pre- 
vent damage from freezing. 

Unless you are very familiar 
with the house plumbing and 
heating system and know ex- 
actly how to drain each section 
it is best if you call in a 
plumber and let him do the job 
for you. It doesn’t do much good 
if just most of the plumbing 
system is drained—it must all 
be drained to prevent damage. 
If you heat with steam or hot 
water, the heating system must 
also be drained.

Cooking Secrets of Four Famous Chefs 


Now almost any American 
housewife can set before her 
family—on special occasions 
like Christmas dinner—a meal 
fit for a king, but at a cost 
fit for her purse, too. In 
the following article all four 
members of the United States 
team that recently won the 
International Cooking Olym- 
pics in Germany, tell in sim- 
ple detail — complete with 
their own mouth-watering re- 
cipes — the down-to-earth 
secrets of the culinary art.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17 (INS). 

OR “the best possible menu 
F a the least possible ex- 

pense,” you. can’t beat a tur- 
key dinner — the most represen- 
tative of American foods. Es- 
pecially, says Pittsburgh chef 
Otto Spielbichler, if it’s “roast 
tom turkey with giblet gravy, 
Princess Anne stuffing, sweet 
potatoes imperial and cranberry 
sauce.” 

That’s one of the menus that 
Spielbichler and three other 
American chefs prepared re- 
cently at the International Cook- 
ing Olympics at Frankfurt, Ger- 
many, to win a first prize, two 
silver prizes of honor and the 
prize of prizes, the Olympic 
gold cup. 

This meal, so much like the 
one most American families en- 
joy on holidays, may sound too 
simple to rate as the world’s 
best cooking, but Spielbichler 
points out: “The judges wanted 
the best possible menus at the 
least possible expense. What 
could be more practical, more 
representative of American 
food?” 

Spielbichler, for 25 years exe- 
cutive chef at Pittsburgh’s Uni- 
versity Club, offered detailed 
recipes for the prize-winning 
stuffing and sweet potatoes: 

Princess Anne stuffing (for 
10): 22 ounces bread; 13 ounces 
pork shoulder or sausage meat; 
turkey liver; two ounces mush- 
rooms; two to three ounces 
onions; two to three ounces cel- 
ery; two eggs; chopped parsley; 
salt and pepper to taste. Dry 
bread completely (or start with 
stale bread) and trim crusts. 
Soak in plain water and hang 
in cheesecloth overnight or 
press to dry completely again. 
Combine pork, liver, mush- 
rooms, onions and celery and 
saute carefully in a skillet over 
a slow fire, avoiding cooking 
completely or browning. Run 
sauteed ingredients through 
fine blade of meat chopper. 
Combine with bread, whole 
eggs, .parsley and seasoning. 
Stuff turkey. 

Spielbichler noted that the 
United States chefs did not add 
sage or poultry seasoning to the 
stuffing recipe because it might 
overpower the taste of the 
stuffing. 

His recipe for “sweet pota- 
toes imperial” is: “Select large, 
round sweet potatoes, large 
enough to provide slices about 
three inches in diameter and 
about one inch thick. Boil and 
slice. Fry in deep grease or 
saute in butter or shortening 
until both sides are browned. 
Lay out in oven dish, baking 
pan or cookie tray—anything at 
least half an inch deeper than 
the potato slices: 

Pour in maple syrup, about 
half the depth of potatoes. On 
each potato slice place half a 
slice of pineapple. In the in- 
dentation of the pineapple 
place a disc of banana and put 
a maraschino cherry on the 
banana. Bring to boiling point 
and place in 325-degree oven. 
Bake for 15 or 20 minutes, 
basting several times with 
maple syrup. 

The American cranberry 
sauce that “made a hit” at the 
Cooking Olympics was invented 
by chef Paul Laesecke of Pitts- 
burgh, captain of the United 
States cooking team. 

This recipe combines 50 per 
cent cranberries with 25 per 
cent fresh oranges and 25 per 
cent apples, with sugar in pro- 
portion (about 20 per cent of 
the whole). The cranberries, 
oranges and apples—with skins 
on, but seeds and cores re- 
moved—are run minced through 
a grinder. The mixture is 
blended with double-strength 
liquid raspberry gelatin (using 
half the usual quantity of water) 


and chilled solid before serv- 
ing. 
Laesecke, one of the most 


honored chefs in America, is 
four-time winner of the Nation- 
al Hotel Association highest 
culinary award, winner of the 
gold medal of the American 
Culinary Federation, and also 
winner of a French Government 
gold medal for culinary attain- 
ment. 

Yet Laesecke’s cooking tips 
for housewives are as homey 
and practical as a cooking les- 
son from Grandma. For in- 
stance, this master chef of the 
H. J. Heinz Co. in Pittsburgh 
is a believer in bacon fat. Save 
it, he says, because: “Fried 
bacon fat is best for sauteing 
anything.” 
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Turkey Dinner Provides ‘Best Possible 
Menu at Least Expense, Say Experts 
Who Won Cooking Olympics for U.S.

Laesecke suggests starting with 
ordinary canned vegetables, 
“Many housewives,” he la- 
ments, “have fallen into the 
habit of using canned foods 
without any embellishments. 
They use green peas one day, 
beans the next, then back to 
peas. Why not spend a few ex- 
tra moments and make the 
canned vegetables more tasty? 


“On canned peas day, toast 
some almonds by putting them 
in a skillet in a little fat and 
placing them in a hot oven for 
a few minutes, then chop them 
fine and mix with the peas. 

“You can also try a little 
chopped ham with baked beans, 
or some shredded lettuce and 
sauteed mushroom stems with 
green beans.” 

Laesecke used exactly such 
simple tricks to enhance the 
dishes entered in the cooking 
Olympics. A prize-winning 
stuffed smoked pork loin, for 
example, was stuffed with 
prunes and apricots. 

Laesecke explains this stuff- 
ing gives a unique color to the 
meat as well as taste. 


“Bore two holes through the 
loin,” he says. “We used the 
knife-sharpening steel to thrust 
neatly and accurately through 
the meat. Stuff one of the holes 
with dried apricots, and the 
other with pitted dried prunes. 
We served this with stewed 
whole crabapples and plain 


boiled potatoes.” 
- 
L women not only abuse gravy 
but ignore sauces, also of- 
fered the recipe for his favorite 
“sauce verte (green sauce),” 
which was served at the Olym- 
pics. The whole amount of in- 
gredients depends on the pur- 
pose for which the sauce is to 
be used, but a “basic” recipe— 
for example, to cover a large 
fish—includes the following: 
To one pint of mayonnaise 
add from one teaspoon to one 
tablespoon of chopped parsley, 
chives, watercress—the amount 
varying with your liking for 
greens—and of olives and an- 
chovies if desired; then season 
to taste with cayenne, salt and 
Worcestershire sauce. Addtwo 
tablespoons of lemon juice; for 
color, add a green tint. 
Laesecke believes many an 
American meal “is spoiled be- 


. .

cause the gravy has been 
ruined.” 
Too many women, he says, 


pour stock or water into the 
baking dish after the meat has 
been removed, add flour and 
then stir to bring to a boil. 

“This only results in lumpy, 
fatty gravy,” Laesecke said. 

The right way to make gravy 
goes like this: 

Half an hour before the 
meat or fowl is cooked put in 
with it some diced vegetables 
—onions, carrots, etcetera—and 
then some outside leaves of 
celery. When the roast is done, 
strain off the fat from the dish 
and mash the vegetables. Sprin- 
kle with flour and continue 
stirring till smooth. Then 
gradually add a little water or 
stock, continually stirring, un- 
til it simmers.” 

Paul H. Debes, another of 
the chefs, also has a bit of ad- 
vice about cooking. “Stick to 


the recipe,” is his suggestion. 

Debes, who counts President 
Eisenhower among his well-sat- 
isfied patrons, is a firm op- 
ponent of the “pinch of this 
and handful of that’ school of 
cooking. 

“Recipes and routines should 
be followed to the letter,” he 
insists. “Some women want to 
fancy everything up and they 
spoil the dish. Use the best 
basic ingredients, but follow 
the prescribed routine exactly.” 


Besides the recipe, Debes be- 
lieves in using local products. 
His individual entry in the 
Cooking Olympics was a cold 
seafood platter exactly like the 
ones he serves in his job as 
executive chef of San Francis- 
co’s St. Francis Hotel. 


“T wanted to introduce a West 
Coast theme,” he said with a 
grin. So the dish chosen was 
a 100 per cent California crea- 
tion. 

He arranged California arti- 
choke bottoms (hearts) on sliced 
tomatoes surrounded by large 
California crab legs and Cali- 
fornia avacados. For a final 
home town touch, the artichokes 
were filled with tiny San Fran- 
cisco Bay shrimp. 

As a dressing, Debes made 
supreme sauce. 

“Recipes for this vary 
throughout the United States,” 
he pointed out. “I used the 
recipe we always use at the 
hotel: equal parts of whipping 
cream, mayonnaise and ketchup, 
blended together and sharpened 
to taste with California wine 
vinegar.” 

Beyond arranging the platter 
and mixing the sauce, Debes 
left his recipe ungarnished. He 
also believes cooks should 
“stick to simplicity instead of 
overdoing dishes.” 

“Keep it simple,” he main- 
tains, “isa rule that makes good 
cooks.” 

Debes believes most women 
are good cooks, especially in his 
own family. His wife is Pru- 
dence Penny, a syndicated news- 
paper food editor, and in the 
Debes home, she’s “the indoor 
cook,” and he’s the “outdoor 
or barbecue cook.” 

Where most women go wrong, 
he said, is in the matter of 
spices. 

“Spices must be used with 
care,” he said. “Stick to the 
recipe. Some women think that 
if a bit of garlic is good, more 
must be better, and oh pgs 
what happens!” 

For women who will follow a 
recipe, Debes offers one of his 
own favorites, for “stuffed to- 
matoes with ham.” 


“Select large ripe tomatoes,” 
he says. “Cut the core end with 
a large and deep depression for 
stuffing, and place on a buttered 
pan. 

“For stuffing use two cups of 
chopped ham, one-half chopped 
onion and one cup. chopped 
mushrooms. Saute the onions 
and mushrooms in butter until 
tender, add the ham and saute 
till it starts to color. Add one 
cup of tomato puree and one 
cup boiled rice. 

“Bring to a boil and mix well. 
Fill the mixture into the to- 
matoes, sprinkle cheese on top 
and bake in the oven until it’s 
brown and the tomatoes are 
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done. Serve with your favorite 
green salad.” 

Chef Paul Leuppi of Chicago 
helped the United States team 
win the top prize with his menu 
for “roast beef rare, baked po- 
tatoes and tossed salad with 
creamy roquefort dressing.” 

The beef Leuppi cooked in 
Frankfurt was a 28-pound stand 
of prime ribs. (The recommend- 
ed roasting time is nine minutes 
per pound.) Although Leuppi 
points out a standing rib roast 
needs no basting because the 
fat melts over the meat, he did 
“baste it once or twice with pan 
drippings.”

The beef was served “au 
jus’”—the French phrase mean- 
ing natural juice. 

Leuppi put in bits of carrot, 
celery tops and onion half an 
hour before the meat was ready. 
But before serving, he strained 
out all the vegetables, skimmed 
off all the fat, and added water 
to dilute the meat and vegetable 
extract. He said water should 
be added according to the num- 
ber of people to be served, and 
according to individual taste. 
The “jus” was ready after a few 
minutes of simmering.

T would be hard to think of

than “baby-sitter.” According to 
dictionary editors’ research the 
term was virtually unknown be- 
fore World War II. Yet it was 
s0 common by war’s end that 
every dictionary newly edited 
since 1945 has carried it as part 
of our standard American lan- 
guage. 

We can assume that the need 
for part time baby watchers 
was never so acute as during 
the war, when -many young 
mothers took jobs to help the 
war effort, But whatever the 
reason for the sudden emerg- 
ence of “baby-sitting” as a vo- 
cation, the word is solidly en- 
trenched — and students of 
words are already hard at work 
trying to figure out where it 
started. 

From Mrs. Harriet Martin of 
Woodbury, Conn., comes a let- 
ter which may shed some light. 
It surely gives an amusing side- 
light on expressions long cur- 
rent on one college campus. 
“Our youngest is now a student 
at Wellesley,” she _ writes, 
“There the girls are assigned 
different duties as part of their 
training. (It saves the college 
money, too.) Those who must 
help in the dining room are 
‘waiting on tables.’ Those who 
must answer the telephones are 
‘sitting on bells.’ Over 40 years 
ago, when I was quite small, I 
heard my parents speak of the 
Wellesley girls who earned 
extra money ‘sitting on babies.’ 

“I think the term ‘baby-sitter’ 
did not come into general use 
until many years later and I 
wonder if it may have originat- 
ed in the Wellesley girls’ pro- 
pensity to ‘sit on’ things.”
